2411  Are  Expected 
A  recent  report  to  Governor 
John  M.  D  altos  from  the  Coun¬ 
cil  on  Higher  Education  pre¬ 
dicted  an  enrollment  of  2411 


students  for  the  first  semester 
of  the  school  year  1962-63. 

The  enrollment  of  19G0-G1  is 
the  largest  second  semester  en¬ 
rollment  in  the  history  of  the 
College.  A  count  of  1889  stu¬ 
dents  reveals  that  this  is  a  9% 
enrollment  increase  over  the 
second  semester  of  1959-60. 

At  present  750  students  are 
housed  on  campus.
